A rrangem ents are being made for 
a called meeting of the agriculture 
board, probahly next week, to «dear 
up num erous m isunderstandings and 
rum ors which have been current since 
it was learned the governor had o b ­ 
tained a “loan" of $155,000 from the 
i*oard’s f unds.

As Steimnetz lay in bed at his 
home here at 8 o’clock this morning 
recovering from exhaustion resulting 
from a long lecture tour, his heart 
ceased to beat. 
"I feel tine today," he said to his 
nurse a minute before the end. "1 
will soon be up an d around again.” 
A few seconds later his soul slip­ 
ped aw ay. 
"H is heart ju st stopped beating,” 
said Dr. H. T. Groesbcek. 
The brain whk-h devised m eans 
o f harnessing 
the 
elements 
and 
creating 
“ toy 
thu n d ersto rm s” 
in 
labratories was alert to the end, but 
the body could no longer stand the 
strain which so m any years of driv­ 
ing metal forces had put upon it. 
Steimnetz, «the hunch-backed lit­ 
tle Germ an who became chief co n ­ 
sult mg engineer of the General Klec- 
trie Company, returned October 13 
from a speaking tour which had ta k ­ 
en him to all p a rts of the United 
States.

Berlin, Oct. 26— The stoves 
that 
once cooked the meals o f the Hohen- 
zollerns today prepared 
food 
for 
hundreds of hungry little children of 
poverty stricken fam ilies in Berlin. 
At l«*ast a portion o f the propa­ 
ganda f«»r the opening up of the fam ­ 
ous castle of Kaiser Wilhelm at the 
end o f Unter den Linden for practi­ 
cal purposes has been effective. The 
great kitchens where once the food 
of royalty was prepared have been 
replaced at the disposal of Austrian 
relief organizations, which are open­ 
ing community food dispensing agen­ 
cies throughout Germany. 


The work, under the leadership of 
Frau Dr. Genia 
Sehwarzwald 
of 
Vienna, is in return for similar aid 
given Austria during her trying days 
just following the arm istice. 


Food for from 3,000 to 4,000 per­ 
sons may be prepared at one time in 
the big kitchens of the castle which, 
until opened for relief purposes, wer? 
unused since the Hohenzollerns left 
the castle so suddenly in early N o­ 
vember, 1918. 
Last Summer a big 
hotel proposed to lease the kitchens 
from the Republican Government, but 
was turned down when rooms for 
restaurant purposes were also de­ 
manded. 


Last Summer a move w as organ­ 
ized by the Socialist press demanding 
that 
the castle he utilized 
for a 
part men ts 
for the 
house-hunting 
folks of Berlin. 
This was unsuccess- 
full a portion of the castle having 
long since been used as a museum, 
though most of the 700 rooms are 
locked to public gaze. 


The castle attendants, who keep 
it in order and handle the museiyn 
crowds, etc., occupy servant quart­ 
ers. 
It is necessary to keep quite 
a personnel 
011 
duty, the window 
washing job alone being 
quite an 
item— 980 huge windows demanding 
periodic cleaning. 
In W inter only twenty-nine o f the 
rooms are heated. 
For this purpose 
huge piles o f coke are heaped in the 
great open court beside the statute 
o f Knight 
George, who killed the 
dragon. 
A few private wine deal­ 
ers have rented space in the cellars 
to store their wet goods. 
Some few 
rooms have been occupied by public 
organizations, including the Ameri­ 
can 
Quaker 
Relief 
Organization, 
which has practically closed out its 
offices here. 
Much of the paintings, 
silver and linen have 
been 
taken 
aw ay, some to other museums. Much 
o f the furniture has been removed, 
the exiled Kaiser having taken many 
truck loads to Holland. 
Vorwaerts, »leading Socialist 
pa­ 
per, recently 
demanded that 
the 
Government put aside sentim entality 
and turn the castle to financial gain. 
“The city needs -money,” the paper 
declares ,urging 
the 
use of 
the 
castle for apartm ents, which would 
not only bring great 
revenue, 
hut 
greatly aid in solving the vexing 


housing problem of Berlin.

It is An Unpopular Issue With Print­ 
ers And Engravers Dismissed 
From Service 


Good News 


18 MEN WERE NOT NEEDED 


Another Example How Big After- 
War Force of Employes is Being 
Reduced as Needed 


Washington, Oct. 2G— The difficul­ 
ties which officials of the National 
Administration always meet 
when 
they endeavor to reduce the public 
payroll are illustrated by the 
turn 
of events when there was a 
recent 
dismissal of 118 plate printers 
at 
the Bureau of Engraving and P rin t­ 
ing. It was found that there 
were 
more employees than were 
needed 
and an order was made for the dis­ 
missal of this number. In order that 
the dismissals might be made with a 
view to promoting the interests 
of 
the Government and without 
injus­ 
tice to employees, an efficiency test 
was made >o that the least efficient 
might be dismissed and the Govern­ 
ment thereby retain those who 
will 
render the most acceptable service. 
In th'is < ase, as in almost 
every 
other when dismissals are ordered, 
a protest went up from those 
wrho 
were to be severed from the Govern­ 
ment payroll. This 
protesi 
would 
have been heard regardless of 
the 
personnel to be dismissed. Not only 
did the individual employees protest 
personally but they took their com- 
plants to their Senators and Con- 
greom en in an effort to secure 
the 
assistance of their representatives 
in tl*<‘ legislative branch of the Gov­ 
ernment to retain their positions 
in 
the 
executive 
branch. 
Naturally, 
members of Congress, feeling it their 
duty to look after the welfare of all 
their constituents, backed up these 
protests a» strongly as they felt they 
were justified in doing. 
There were no charges of dishon­ 
esty or incompetence against 
the 
por>ons who were singled out 
for 
dismissal. The fact is that during 
the war, when the government was 
issuing bonds, there was an abnor­ 
mal amount of work for the bureau 
of engraving and printing and 
the 
number of employees was 
greatly 
enhanced. There have already 
been 
Large reductions in the force 
and 
these reductions are continuing be­ 
cause the work of the bureau * is

steadily diminishing. Moreover, bet­ 
ter methods 'have been 
instituted 
which also permit the employment 
of a smaller number of person^. 
Feeling under obligations to pro­ 
tect the public interest by reducing 
the number of employees whenever 
possible, the administration ordered 
the dismissals and 
did 
everything 
th at could possibly be done to guard 
against favoritism or the retention 
of the least efficient. Notwithstand­ 
ing its good purpose and its effort 
to perform its duty as tairly as pos­ 
sible, the administration is subjected 
to severe criticism by the 
persons 
who are dismissed and 
by 
their 
friends, and influence is sought 
to 
prevent this reduction of public ex­ 
pense. Some newspapers at toe na­ 
tional capital take up the cause 
of 
the dismissed employees and encour­ 
age the feeling that an injustice has 
been done. 


From the practical standpoint the 
situation which confronts this admin­ 
istration and every other adm inistra­ 
tion is this: Persons who are th reat­ 
ened 
with 
dismissal, 
and 
their 
friends, bring every possible influence 
to bear to prevent he reduction in the 
public payroll On the other 
hand, 
there is no public interest in the e f­ 
fort at economy. The administration 
gets censure-ion 
0lH‘ 
an^ 
no praise on the other. No taxpay­ 
ers’ league will send in a communi­ 
cation commending the adm inistra­ 
tion for its effort at retrenchment. 
It is this fact that makes difficult 
the ta^k of any administration fol­ 
lowing a period of abnormal govern­ 
mental activity such as that during 
the world war.

Indianapolis, Ir.d, Oct. 26.— M as­ 
sachusetts wiii hereafter put a tax 
un the highway sign 
even 
though 
erected on private property, accord­ 
ing to GOOD RO ADS 
MAGAZINE. 
Highway officials of that state con­ 
tend that tlit* value of the sign 
is 
derived from the public highway, not 
from the private property on which 
it is located, and that the first obli­ 
gation is to the public who owns the 
highway and gives tin* sign an adver­ 
tising value. Permission from 
the 
land owner is a secondary matter. 
It would be Wbll for other Legislatures 
to extend the Massachusettes idea 
and give the 
highway 
authorities 
ome control over all signs erected 


<>n private property tiiat in any way 


derive their value from their 
loca­ 


tion as 
regards 
public 
highway, 
thinks the editor of 
this 
eastern 
magazine. This is the only way that 
the highway oflieials can keep

warm meal a day for every P ru s­ 
sian during the coming Winter is the 
slogan announced by the 
Prussian 
Government. 
Pointing out the grea t need for 
community co-opera tion because o f 
‘‘results growing out of the war, the 
Ruhr occupation and the crash of 
the mark and high prices,’’ the P ru s­ 
sian Ministry promising 
food for 
everybody who needs it, appeals for 
aid from those who have aid to give. 
“Only he who breaks bread with 
the sta rving has a right to sit at his 
covered table in his warm dwellings,” 
the appeal declares, stressing 
the 
fa ct that great sums o f money are 
needed to feed the thousands who 
will be without work this Winter. 
“Our plans must be put into im­ 
mediate execution,’’ 
it 
continues. 
“ Every man whose hearth is 
still 
warm, whose pa ntries are still filled, 
who ca n supply his own daily need 
sheuld 
he glad to 
aid 
those who 
power 
to work is breaking 
down 
through hunger. 
He must make it 
possible to shield our children, old 
folks and prospective mothers from 


want. 
The 
Prussia n 
Government 
will 
mobilize its technical relief orga niz a ­ 
tions in the shortest possible time to 
ca rry out its plan o f 
establishing 
community feeding centers in every 
city 
and village. 
The poor people

one warm meal a day.”

"fielding averages" of football play- 
ers are necessary to insure fairness 
in choosing the eleven -best men 
from [the big squads which turn out 
each fall at "Big Ten" schools, ac- 
cording to coaches. Elaborate score' 
sheets are used- to show'how many 
tackles each man made or ennssed, 
passes caught and dropped;" sffceess 
or failure at blocking, and a dozen 
other details in, >whieh coaches are 
interested. 


•Fraternity am! class rivalry make 


a reeprd necessary,^ according to 
Coach Fisher of Michigan, to pro- 
tect coaches against charges of fav- 
oritism in piekmg the "varsity." Men 
who'are "flashy" on the gridiron 
sometimes accomplish less than the 
man who remains in tbe background. 


, The'sieorin" system is also helpful 


in aiding a. cbach to select a. team 
from his squad suited to the oppon- 
v 


ents /for a particular ganje. If the 
opponent aggregation is known to 
'have strong ends and'the center line 
ds weak, the scoring charts will 
show; which- backs are more efficient 
at gaining through the line; rather- ' 
than skirting »the extremities. 


By use of the charts, .coaches are 


able to instruct quarterbacks which 
learners -are liable tp gain on cer- 
tain plays. Interesting comparisons 
are found in yards gained by buck- 
ing and running backs. 


The. idea of gauging football effici- 


ently by keeping a written record 
is not new, but has been developed 
to a much greater extent this sea- 
son, it is said. Lake Forest (111.) 
college is credited with a well or- 
ganized system jof scoring tackles by 
both linesmen and backs as early as 
1893. 


Scoring is done by student experts 


at Michigan where the system is; 
said to^ be most efficient.

Washington, Oct. 20—The difficul- 


ties which officials of the National 
Administration always meet -when 
.they endeavor vto reduce the public 
payroll are illustrated by tbe .turn 
of events when there was a recent 
dismissal of 118 plate printers at 
tile Bureau of_ Engraving vnnd Print- 
ing. It was found that there >ere 
more employees than were needed 
and an order was made for the dis- 
missal of this number. In order that 
the dismissals might be made with a 
vie^r'to promoting the interests of 
the Government and without injus- 
tice id employees, an efficiency test 
was made so that the least efficient 
might be dismissed and the Govern- 
ment thereby retain- those Who will 
render the most acceptable service. 


In tms case, as in almost 
every 


other when dismissals are ordered, 
a protest went up from those who 
were to be severed from the Govern- 
ment payroll. This protest would 
have been 'heard regardless of the 
personnel to be dismissed. Not,only 
did the individual employees protest 
personally but they took their cora- 
plants to their Senators and Con- 
S^cssmen in an effort to secure the 
assistance of their representatives 
in the legislative branch of the. Gov- 
ernment to retain their positions in 
the 
executive branch. Naturally, 


members of Congress, feeling it their 
duty to look after the welfare of all 
their constituents, backed np these 
protests as strongly as they felt they 
were justified in doing. 


There were no charges of dishon- 


esty or incompetence against 
tile 


persons who were singled out fo'r 
dismissal. The fact is that during 
the war, when the government was 
issuing bonds, there was an abnor- 
mal amount of work for the bureau 
of engraving and printing and the 
number of employees was 
greatly 


enhanced. There have already been

Notwithstand- 
ing -its good purpose and its effort 
to^perform its dnty'as fairly as po3- 
sible^the administration.is subjected 
to severe criticism by .the. .persons 
who are dismissed an'd .by, Jheir 
friends, and influence is sought 
to 


prevent this reduction of, public ex- 
icnse. Some newspapers at the na- 
tional capital take up the cause of 
the dismissed einpldyces and encour- 
age the feeling that an,/injustice has 
jeeri done. 


From the practical standpoint the 


situation which confronts this :admin- 
istration and every other administra- 
tiph is this ^Persons, who are threat- 
ened 
with """dismissal, 
and,:.- their 


friends, bring every possible influence 
to bear to prevent he reduction in~the 
public payroll'. On the other, hand, 
there is no public interest in the ef- 
fort at economy. The administration 
gets censure-jon the one hand .and 
no praise on'the .other. No taxpay- 
ers' league will send in" a communi- 
cation commending the administra- 
tion/for its effort at .retrenchment. 


It is this fact that makes difficult 


the task of any administration fol- 
lowing a period of abnormal govern- 
mental activity such as that during 
the world war.
